Quincy  University  is  proud  to  honor  the  Stillwell 
Foundation  as  the  fifth  recipient  of  the  Christian 
Borstadt  Award.  The  John  A.  Stillwell  family  has  been 
interested  in  and  supportive  of  growth  and  welfare  of 
Quincy  and  Quincy  University  for  three  generations. 
In  1 941 ,  after  the  death  of  John  A.  Stillwell,  his  sons 
donated  the  three  story  mansion  at  16th  and  Maine  to 
Quincy  University  for  use  as  a  student  residence. 
Stillwell  Hall  served  as  one  of  the  University's  most 
prestigious  facilities  until  1981,  when  it  was  sold  to  the 
Quincy  Museum.  The  Stillwell  Foundation  was 
established  in  1959  for  the  purpose  of  contributing  its 
income  entirely  to  projects  and  charities  in  the  city  of 
Quincy.  With  three  current  members  of  the  family 
being  teachers,  the  Foundation  has  been  especially 
interested  in  education.
